TRIBUTES have been paid 
to a delivery driver and 
father from Dudley who died 
in a smash on the M5. 

David Smith, aged 37,was 
killed when his articulated 
lorry left the carriageway 
and overturned. 

Mr Smith, who was mar¬ 
ried with children, has been 
described by neighbours in 
Russells Hall Road as “a ded¬ 
icated family man.” 

He had bred Siberian 
Huskies for many years and 
worked nights as a lorry dri¬ 
ver for City Link. 

Mr Smith had been travel¬ 
ling from Coventry when the 
crash happened at around 
1.30am on Friday, June 1 on 
the southbound carriageway 
between junction 11a for 
Cheltenham and junction 12 
for Gloucester. 

A statement released by 
City Link said: “We would 
like to extend our deepest 
sympathies to David’s wife 
and family.” 

Neighbours of Mr Smith 
in Russells Hall Road have 
spoken of their shock at the 
news. 

A family friend, who had 
known Mr Smith for around 
three years, said: “It was a 
great shock. He was gener¬ 
ous and kind man who 
would do anything for any¬ 
one.” A police investigation 
is under way and City Link 
said it was also looking into 
the circumstances.

Man sent 
to jail for 
stabbing 
Alsatian 

A MAN who stabbed a 
much-loved dog to death in 
front of its owner has been 
jailed for nearly two-and-a- 
half years. 

Simon Folios, aged 38, 
attacked the German shep¬ 
herd outside his home in 
Abbey Street, Lower Gornal, 
while arguing with the pet’s 
owner Wayne Bird. 

Tyson, the 12-year-old 
pet, died after going into 
convulsions. The death 
sparked an outcry in the 
community. 

Wolverhampton Crown 
Court heard Folios and 
Tyson’s owner Mr Bird had 
fallen out. 

Folios had already threat¬ 
ened to stab Mr Bird and a 
row started, which ended in 
Mr Bird punching Folios in 
the head, said Mr Bernard 
Linnemann, prosecuting. 

Later that day, Folios 
threatened to cut Mr Bird’s 
throat, the court heard. 
They argued and, when 
Tyson began to bark, Folios 
“calmly” stabbed the dog in 
the ribcage. The dog died 
shortly after. 

Mr Timothy Talbot- 
Webb, defending, said Fol¬ 
ios, who suffers mental 
health problems. 

Folios, who admitted the 
charges, was jailed for two 
years for possessing a bladed 
article, five months for caus¬ 
ing unnecessary suffering to 
an animal, to run concur¬ 
rently, and five months for 
criminal damage by destroy¬ 
ing a dog.

'Devastation' after wild cat put down 


A WOMAN says she is “devastated” 
after asking the RSPCA to help her 
to get treatment for a healthy 
“neighbourhood” cat - only to hear 
later the charity had put it to sleep. 

Tracy Raybould, of Himley Road, 
Dudley, said she called the RSPCA to 
lend her a metal container so that 
she could take the semi-wild cat 
named Ginger to a vet after finding 
he had an abscess on his face. 

“I’d told them I would pay for any 


treatment but the inspector from 
the RSPCA offered to take him to 
their animal hospital and I stressed 
that I didn’t want him put to sleep,” 
said Miss Raybould, aged 52. 

“I was devastated and very cross 
when I found out later they had put 
him down. ” 

RSPCA spokeswoman Judith 
Haw said it had received a call for 
help. “An RSPCA officer attended 
and the cat was stressed and climb¬ 


ing the walls due to being contained 
in a property,” she said. 

“Only by using a net did the 
officer manage to get the injured 
animal into a cat basket. “The 
officer left a letter with the caller, 
explaining the contents, which 
clearly states: ‘Should the cat not be 
suitable for release or re-homing, 
either through poor temperament, 
injuries/ill health or infection, they 
will be euthanased.’” The injury was 


assessed under general anaesthetic 
and a severe injury found due a large 
burst abscess following a cat bite. 

“As the cat was unowned and feral 
and would not tolerate being 
handled, the RSPCA had no way of 
guaranteeing that the cat would 
receive the treatment required,” she 
said. “Therefore, on welfare 
grounds, the vet made the difficult 
decision to put the cat to sleep to 
prevent further suffering.” 


Memories flood back at 
pit centenary gathering

THEY hardly recognised 
each other without the coal 
dust on their faces - but it 
was just like old times at a 
reunion of former workers 
at a famous colliery. 

More than 80 people gathered to 
mark the 100th anniversary of the 
Baggeridge pit swinging into full¬ 
time production. 

Memories came flooding back as 
some met for the first time in more 
than 50 years during the event at 
the tea shop at a beauty spot where 
the colliery used to stand 

The Baggeridge Colliery, near 
Sedgley, closed in 1968. The land 
was later turned into the country 
park that now bears its name. 

After the pit closed, the land was 
purchased by South Staffordshire 
District Council and the site was 
opened as a 150-acre country park 
by Princess Anne in 1983. 

Dave Daly, who owns the cafe, 
organised a special reunion last 
month to commemorate the old pit 
and the people who worked there. 

Strange 

Among those looking back was 
former haulage worker Gordon 
Bunn, aged 73, who bumped into 
Barry Hickman, who he used to 
work alongside but had not spoken 
to since he left in 1956. 

Mr Bunn, of Coningsby Drive, 
Kidderminster, said: “It was strange 
seeing someone you had not seen for 
all these years and it brought back a 
lot of memories. 

“I remember things happening 
like the guide ropes snapping on a 
cage of coal and it was swinging 
around out of control. You remem¬ 
ber these things. There was a real 
team spirit down there.” 

The family of the late Arthur 
Beddard gathered to pay tribute to 
the colliery veteran who spent most 
of his working life down the pit, only 
leaving briefly to serve in the First 
World War, when he was involved in 
the Battle of Messines in 1917. Mr 
Beddard, who lived in High Street, 
Sedgley, started at the colliery aged 
14 in 1908 and worked his way up 
from a pit boy to mines deputy. 

His grand-daughters and daugh- 
ter-in-law took along photos of Mr 


Beddard and said they were “very 
proud” of his career. 

Valerie Ruddall said the colliery 
was her grandfather’s “lifeblood” 
and added: “Not enough is said 
about the men that worked here. 

“It was very important to the area 
and it was devastating when it 
closed.” 

Working in the colliery was a tra¬ 
dition for the Cartwright family, 
with five brothers and their father 
James all earning a living there at 
the same time in the 1950s. 

Claude Cartwright, 80, of Lyndon 
Close, Sedgley, was a haulage 
worker there for 10 years from 1958, 


and was joined by his brothers Bert, 
Bernard, Roy and Gordon - who was 
killed when he was crushed by a coal 
truck in Enville High Street after 
leaving his job in the pit for a job 
with the National Coal Board. 

The reunion was the first time 
Claude had visited the site since his 
days down the pit, and he said it felt 
“marvellous”. 

He quit after his wife, Anne, 
became concerned the job was too 
dangerous, and he admits he would 
have “stayed for life” otherwise. 

Keith Mann, 68, made the 120- 
mile trip from his home in 
Newtown, Powys, Wales, to meet up 


with his old pals Vic Smallshire, 67, 
and Dennis Leyshow, 82. 

The three former surveyors have 
kept in touch, and Mr Smallshire, 
who is now chairman of Dudley 
Canal Trust, said: “Once you work 
in a pit you are mates for life.” 

Mr Daly said he was “delighted” 
with the turnout and vowed to set up 
similar events in the future. 

He said: “They started digging at 
the colliery in 1902 but it was 1912 
before it was in full production. I 
decided that, as it is now 100 years 
since the colliery was in full swing, 
we should keep the history going by 
holding a commemorative event.” 


Filming 
project 
to create 
old vase 

A BOOK and film are being 
complied about a project to 
create replicas of historic 
vases at a glass centre. 

Staff at the Ruskin Glass 
Centre, Stourbridge, are 
working on new designs of 
the Portland Vase which 
dates to 25AD, the Amphora 
Portland Vase and the 
Auldjo Jug ready for the 
International Festival of 
Glass in August, which coin¬ 
cides with the 400th year of 
glassmaking in the town. 

Expert Richard Golding 
has already created the 
blanks which are now being 
carved by cameo glass 
engraver Terri Colledge. 

The project is nearing 
completion and the whole 
process has been filmed for 
documentary to be released 
on dvdlater this year. 

Graham Fisher, a member 
of the British Glass Founda¬ 
tion, is also writing a book 
telling the story of how the 
work came about. 

The Portland Vase will be 
unveiled at an event, From 
Rome to Stourbridge - 2,000 
years of cameo glass, organ¬ 
ised by the foundation at 
Hagley Hall in August.

HOW interesting to find following the 
recent council elections and subse¬ 
quent changes, doubt is cast over what 
is an ideal solution to many years spent 
attempting to find a home for the world 
renown Heathens speedway team. 

The proposed castle gate site is ideal 
since it is within the leisure quarter of 
the town and well away from housing, 
which has been a major concern when 
attempting to find a suitable site. It will 
sit well alongside the castle/zoo and 
Black Country Living Museum and add 
to visitor numbers at those attractions 
and also created custom for pubs and 
retaurants. Could the new venue 


provide a new home for Dudlet Town 
given its proximity to their former 
home, in addition to Gornal Athletic? 

The other proposal for the site of a 
160 bedroom hotel could easily be sited 
elsewhere, but a home for the Heathens 
has proved a lot more difficult to find. 

A potential site for a hotel could be 
that proposed for the failed mosque 
application. This is visible and easily 
reached from the by-pass and could 
help to minimise the effect the pro¬ 
posed castle gate hotel would have on 
the existing establishments. 

The plan for a joint entrance for the 
zoo and museum need not be compro¬ 


mised by the new stadium, although 
the need for the entrance should only 
be persued when the two attractions 
are sensibly merged to make one world 
class attraction. 

If the council intends to work with 
the Heathens to find a new home, it 
should consider the problem this has 
already caused and not miss what could 
be the last opportunity they have 
before momentum is lost. There may 
well be a plan for Castle Gate, but plans 
can be refined and Dudley could end up 
with the best of both worlds.

Fire station decision to 
be made within weeks

A FINAL decision on the site for a 
new £3 million fire station cover¬ 
ing Cradley Heath and Hale¬ 
sowen will be made this month. 

Members of West Midlands Fire Author¬ 
ity will rule on four proposed unnamed loca¬ 
tions for the station at its annual general 
meeting- which is being held on June 25. 

Crucial work to identify what the 
response times would be from each of the 
four sites has started, which was one of the 
main issues when closure plans for Hale¬ 
sowen Fire Station were first revealed by 
bosses. 

First engines should attend the scene 
within around five minutes of a major inci¬ 
dent such as a house fire or car crash. 

Ensure 

Subsequent crews should start to arrive 
in about seven minutes. 

Officials are looking at access to all four 
sites and nearby road networks to analyse 
which offers the best times. 

Fire authority member and Halesowen 
Councillor Ken Turner said times must be 
maintained to ensure an “essential” level of 
service to the public. 

“We don’t know what happens until it 
happens and it is important to be in the 
right place in readiness to save lives,” he 
said. 

“We were assured that the time for first 
responding crews would be five minutes and 
second responders within seven minutes 
and this is a crucial issue. 

“I would be most concerned if these were 
not maintained and if there was any length¬ 
ening in the response times.”

Benefit ton woman is told to 
repay £18,000 or face prison 


A CONGOLESE woman, 
who was part of a gang that 
illegally cashed £120,000 in 
Government cheques in 
Dudley, will have to pay 
back £18,000 within six 
months or face a year’s jail. 

Samu Yagien made £57,000 from 
her involvement in the scam, which 
was headed by her husband, Wawe. 

The gang forged benefit and tax 
credit cheques and cashed them at 


post offices in the UK including 
Dudley, Blackheath, Wolverhamp¬ 
ton, Oldbury and Bromsgrove. 

Yagien tried to claim the money 
she made had come from land she 
had sold in Africa, the sale of jew¬ 
ellery left to her by her mother and 
from her own employment. 

But a judge has ruled itwas as a 
result of criminal activity and has 
ordered her to pay some of it back. 

Yagien, aged 42, was convicted of 
two counts of benefit fraud in 2010 
while eight other defendants, 


including her husband, were 
charged with other fraud offences, 
at proceeds of crime hearing at 
Birmingham Crown Court was told. 

The crimes took place between 
November 2008 and May 2010. 
Wawe Yagien was jailed for 38 
months. His wife got a 12-week 
term, suspended for two years. 

The court heard an investigation 
found, Samu Yagien, from London, 
had 14 bank accounts, some in the 
names of her children. During the 
probe, she claimed some money was 


as a result of jewellery sales, the sale 
of land and from donations made at 
a church where she was treasurer. 

But Judge John Burbidge dis¬ 
missed the claims at last week’s 
hearing and ordered her to pay back 
£18,313 within six months. Her 
total benefit was £57,171. 

Following the case, Rick Hearn- 
den, from the Department for Work 
and Pensions fraud investigation 
team, said cheques were now more 
routinely paid electronic transfer to 
prevent fraud.

A MULTI-MILLION pound 
sixth form centre in Dudley 
will be open in time to wel¬ 
come hundreds of students 
this September, college 
bosses have promised. 

More than 500 people have applied 
to study A-levels at the £ 6million Dud¬ 
ley Sixth, which will be run by Dudley 
College in partnership with five town 
schools. 

Although the Priory Road building 


looks far from completion, director of 
estates and capital projects Steve John¬ 
son said it will be open in September. 

He said: “The centre has to be open 
in time for the start of the next aca¬ 
demic year and the enrolment of hun¬ 
dreds of new students. 

“We have a tight schedule, but I’m 
confident everything will be ready and 
in place for teaching. The centre will 
provide students with a fit-for-purpose, 
first-class building where they can 
achieve their learning goals.” 

The steel structure and stairways 


are complete and the brickwork is 95 
per cent done. A decision earlier to put 
waterproof wrapping around the build¬ 
ing at a cost of £50,000 proved key. 

It protected the building and the 
workers during the wet weather last 
month, saving four weeks of work. 

Mr Johnson said: “We’d wasted the 
money because of the dry months ear¬ 
lier in the year. Then the rain poured 
last month and it proved key to keep¬ 
ing the project on time and ready for 
the students - we’re very confident it 
will be open in time.”

A CANALSIDE housing estate is 
to be built next to the proposed 
£5 million glass museum in Stour¬ 
bridge. 

There will be 49 homes on the former 
Stuart Crystal glassworks site in Wordsley. 

Vacant land off Argyle Close would be 
developed for the estate while the museum 
will be built in the Grade II listed former 
factory units, which were once the heart of 
the glassmaking industry but have recently 
been targeted by vandals. 

Work on the museum is not expected to 
start until next year as bosses are preparing 
bids for funding. Morris Homes has submit¬ 
ted a planning application to Dudley Coun¬ 
cil for a mix of houses and flats. 

Plans to convert some of the old glass¬ 
works units across the canal into apart¬ 
ments, on land owned by Complex 
Developments, were delayed five years ago 
due to the slump in the housing market. 
These have been put on hold while the 
museum plans move forward. 

Under the new proposals there would be 
16 detached houses, two semi-detached, 
seven “mews” properties and 24 apart¬ 
ments. They would overlook the Stour¬ 
bridge Canal, which runs through the 
former glassworks. 

The plans have been welcomed by ward 
councillor John Jones, who said: “It will 
bring new people to Wordsley and put some 
money into the community. I’m sure a lot of 
people will be pleased to see some regener¬ 
ation at the site.”

STUNNED cyclists in Dudley have 
called for more routes after their 
town was ranked a surprise sev¬ 
enth in a poll of 60 ‘cycle-friendly’ 
towns and cities.

“More segregated cycle paths are needed. 

“That and the increased traffic on the 
town’s roads, I don’t quite understand how 
it has been judged ‘cycle-friendly’.” 

Dudley Council spokesman Louise 
Kavanagh said 17 new routes were intro¬ 
duced in the past two years.

PLANS to close a talking newspa¬ 
per for blind people have been 
described as “terribly sad” by an 
MP and a pensioner. 

Beacon Centre for the Blind is scrapping 
the service used by 350 people as it tries to 
save £250,000. 

The charity, based in Sedgley, is also plan¬ 
ning to axe seven jobs. The talking newspa¬ 
per has not been published for some time 
due to staff illness but bosses have said 
another service is provided by the Thomas 
Pocklington Trust. 

Betty Grimes, aged 92, has been receiving 
the weekly tape with local news for the past 
20 years. 

She recently moved from her home in 
Penn,Wolverhampton, to Harrogate in 
Yorkshire and relied on the tape to keep up 
with events in the Black Country. 

Mrs Grimes, who has lost most of her 
sight to macular disease, said: “It is dreadful 
for me. It’s the only way I can keep up to 
date with what is happening at home. 

“I know the voices on the tape straight 
away. They are people who have been work¬ 
ing on it for.” 

Ian Austin, MP for Dudley North, said: 
“It’s terribly sad, particularly when you 
hear about people like Mrs Grimes who 
have such an attachment to the service.”

When horses were 
power in the land 


A DOG may be considered 
man’s best friend but his¬ 
tory, it can be argued, was 
written on the back of the 
horse! 

Humans and horses, have, 
throughout the centuries, been 
inextricably linked and the horse 
has had a far greater affect upon 
the course of human development 
than any other animal. 

They carried soldiers into war, 
were messengers relaying post from 
town to town, ploughed the soil, 
moved goods and people and, with¬ 
out the horse, the Industrial Revo¬ 
lution might very well have 
spluttered to a halt! 

Horses were the engines of the 
1900s and horsepower drove for¬ 
ward the economic might of the 
Black Country. They were used as

draught animals to haul narrow 
boats loaded with goods on the 
canals, drag heavy coal carts and 
pull trams, carriages, milk floats, 
delivery wagons and fire engines. 

Shire horses and Clydesdales 
were the ‘front wheel’ drive articu¬ 
lated lorries of the 20th century! 

Half leg ponies, (those that stood 
around 14 to 15 hands high) were 
used as cart horses, boat horses, 
bank horses and in some areas pit 
ponies. Bank horses (known as 
bonk ’osses) would stay at the base 
of the hill all day in readiness to 


haul heavy cargo to the top of the 
hill - for a modest fee! 

The tip cart was widely used in 
those days delivering sand, steel, 
coal and limestone. 

Diane Easthope, horse-handler 
at Black Country Living Museum 
said: “One horse had to pull up to 
3ton of weight. Tip cart’s had to be 
loaded carefully - if the weight was 
too far back it could lift the horse 
off the ground. If it was too far for¬ 
ward it could push the horse over.” 

Horse drawn canal boats were 
used on the waterways - the ‘origi¬ 
nal motorway’ system of the Black 
Country. These were long distance 
journeys and all the family would 
be on board. 

It was very important horse and 
a good one would cost around £25 
to £30 and was often considered 
more important than the children!

Raging Bull's story is 
returning to screen 


JAKE LaMOTTA insists his life story will again be immortalised on the 
silver screen. 


The 90-year-old, world champion from 1949-51, confirmed a second film is being made 
about his life. He revealed the plan at a sportsman’s dinner at the Mount Hotel in Tetten- 
hall, Wolverhampton. 

The news came 32 years after ‘Raging Bull’ - starring Robert De Niro as LaMotta and 
directed by Martin Scorsese - dominated the 1980 Academy Awards. 


And there will be a 
sequel - with William 
Forsythe attached to star as 
LaMotta both before and 
after his pro boxing career - 
hot on the heels of a docu¬ 
mentary called ‘Moving 
Ahead’. 

LaMotta said: “Raging 
Bull Two is coming out and 
it’s going to talk about my 
early age in boxing. 

“But there’s going to be a 
documentary coming out 
right before that, it’s in the 
works. 

Sparring 

“Two more beautiful 
things are going to happen 
in my life and I don’t know if 
I deserve it, or do I? 

“I have spoken to William 
Forsythe and I think he will 
do a goodjob. 

“I am curious to see how 
it’s going to come out. 
Robert was a great actor 
and, by the time I got done 
with him, he could have 
fought professionally. 

“That’s how good he was, 
he was fantastic. 

“In the beginning, when 
we were sparring, he was 
afraid to hit me. 

“I said to him: ‘You can hit 
me all you want, because you 
are not going to hurt me.’ 

“The film was nominated 
for eight Academy awards 


by 



Jake LaMotta in his

and landed De Niro an Oscar 
for Best Actor. 

“I wanted to play myself in 
the movie but the producer 
said I wasn’t the type!” 

LaMotta has been 
married a further three 
times and aged 46 years 
since the timescale of the 


Birch 


original ‘Raging Bull’ came 
to an end. Today, he’s 
engaged to be wed for a sixth 
time, to fiancee Denise. 

That happiness contrasts 
with his most infamous act, 
openly throwing a fight for 
the Mafia against Billy Fox 
in 1947. 

That got the New York- 
born Italian-American his 
world title-winning shot 
against Marcel Cerdan in 
1949 and it still cuts deep - 
in the film version he wept 
uncontrollably in the dress¬ 
ing room after. 

He said: “It was a tough 
and rough era and it was the 
Mafia era. 

“They had a lot to say and 
do in that time, they inter¬ 
fered as much as possible. 

“They made me do some¬ 
thing I didn’t want to do so I 
could get the chance to fight 
for the middleweight cham¬ 
pionship of the world. 

“When it was my era, they 
were involved but they are 
not involved any more, I 
don’t think - or very little. 

“They cleaned it up a little 
bit. 

“And, if I had to do it all 
over again, I think I would 
have done the same thing.”
